GOING FROM SUCCESS TO SUCCESS 


Women’s Industrial : Dev ent 
Á Association, which is. responsible for 
A na Nodhlaig—the Christmas Ex- 
hibition of Irish manufactured goods— 
which opens in the Mansion House this 
afternoon, was called into existence in 
1932 by the Irish Industrial and Agricul- 
tural Development Association as an 
auxiliary to its work. Its aim was to hel 
by its membership the purchase of Ir 
goods and to undertake.a campaign to 
achieve that end. Although an agitation 
for the purchase of Irish manufactures had 
been carried on under the egis of the 
Gaelic League and other organisations for 
a quarter of a century, the W.LD.A. were 
faced with the fact that a very consider- 
able sum of money was being spent on the 
purchase of articles that could be pur- 
chased from home manufacturers, equally 
good in quality and equally reasonable in 
price. In the year 1034, for instance, it 
was estimated that almost three million 
pounds were spent on foreign articles of 
wearing apparel alone. 

It is reckoned that the women, of this 
country have in their hands the spending 
of at least four-fifths of the money of the 
country, and the W.1I.D.A. maintains that 
if the women could be induced to buy 
Irish goods there is no doubt that Irish 
manufactures would flourish. 

It has, then, been the objective of the 
W.I.D.A. to extend its membership, and 
through every. chahnel to encourage the 

urchase of Irish goods, the investment of 
rish capital in Irish industrial concerns, 
preferably those which are in Irish owner- 
ship, and to encourage such industries as 
conform to proper trade union wages. and 
conditions for their workers. A condition 
of membership of the Association is that 
every woman joining must give a pledge 
that she will buy Irish goods as far as 
possible on all occasions. With house- 
wives co-operating in that spirit, the result 
must be to ensure that a growing pro- 
—— of the money spent on the house- 
old upkeep will be expended on Irish 
manufactured goods. ' In the short time 
that the Association has been in existence 
the W.LD.A. has on many occasions 
brought into the public eye the wide range 
covered by native manufacturers. The 
displays at the Dublin Horse Shows and 
the ladies’ fashions parades held else- 
where, which, in the matter of ladies’ 
wear, brought together more dresses of 
Irish poplin, lace and linen than had ever 
before been seem, gave some little idea of 
the immense possibilities in this respect. 

The membership of the W.I.D.A. be- 
came so enlarged that it was necessary to 
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divide. the Dublin membership into a 
number of areas; and constant meetings 
were held, while the members of the re- 
spective areas mdintained a constant 
vigilance in their shopping to secure goods 
of Irish manzfacture. e organisation 
was also able to extend its operations to 
other parts of the country, and in Cork 
and other parts of the South “there are 
branches, which, in their activities and 
success, rival the parent body. 

The Aonach, which will be opened in 
the Mansion House, Dublin, this after- 
noon, is really then a demonstration of 
what the Women’s Industrial Development 
Association is offering to the purchasing 
public. Here, the members say, is the 

roduct of Irish manufacturers, and they 
invite the public to come and see for 
themselves what the native maker can pro- 
duce. 

Aonach na Nodhlaig was for years run 
by a committee under the chairmanship 
of Alderman Thomas Kelly, but this year 


it has been handed over to the W.I.D.A.., 


and, as might be expected, the ladies in 
charge of the organisation have set them- 
selves out to make the Aonach a greater 
success than ever. All the available space 
for stalls was taken up, and could have 
been sold twice over by manufacturers 
eager to display their products, and in 
the array of exhibits there is on view a 
range of goods that will be a revelation 
to many whose interest in Irish goods has 
hitherto been but lukewarm.

CLAIM AGAINST AN 
ASSURANCE COMPANY

PROPOSAL NOT TRUE 


(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) 


Mrs. Elizabeth Phillips, Mary's Abbey, 
Dublin, sued the Scottish Legal Life Assur- 
ance Society, with an office in North Earl 
street, Dublin, for £60, payable under a policy 
of assurance on the lite of her husband, 
Patrick Phillips. 

The defence was that there were mis- 
statements in the proposal form of a material 
character, which entitled the defendants to 
refuse to be bound by the policy on foot of 
which the claim was made. 

Mr. F. Sherry (instructed by Mr. P. D. 
O'Grady) appeared for the plaintiff. Mr. C. 
Sainsbury (instructed by Messrs. D. and T. 
Fitzgerald) appeared for the defendant 
company. 

Mrs. Phillips, in evidence, stated that her 
husband died in the Meath Hospital on June 
6th, 1956. She had paid all the premiums 
up to date. ‘The proposal was entered into 
on September 23rd, 1935. Her husband 
entered the Meath Hospital on July 20th, the 
same year. He was in hospital when he 
effected the assurance. 

Surgeon Lane said that he performed an 
operation on Patrick Phillips on September 
29th, which consisted of the removal of a 
tubercular kidney. From the time he saw 
him he believed that no insurance company 
would accept him. 

Mrs. Phillips, recailed, in reply to the 
judge, said that the agent of the company 
asked ‘her if she would “‘ put her husband 
on,” and she said she would. The document 
was not read over to her, and the agent and 
inspector told her to put her signature to it. 

The Judge said that the proposal was in- 

rated in the policy on the%usual terms, 
oad the policy provided that if any untrue 
or fraudulent representation had been made 
to the society in reference to any matter, then 
the policy would become void and would be 
forfeited to the society. The unfortunate 
man died from tuberculosis of the kidneys. 
Under the circumstances the statement that 
the accused man was in good health at the 
time of the gc €' was not true. The action 
of the agent and the inspector was a matter 
that the society might inquire into. He 
hoped the society would give consideration 
to the allegations made by the plaintiff and 
inquire into the accuracy of the certificate at 
the foot of the proposal form. He dismissed 
the action with costs.

The Profitable Holly 


With the approach of Christmas, with 
its consequent festooning of the house in 
holly, mistletoe and other festive decora- 
tions, the thought strikes me that we do 
Mot take advanage, at least those of us 
Who have gardens, of the very material: 
Benefits to be gained from a few well- 
@ssorted bushes of variegated hollies, 
greeneries, and old apple trees. Such 
trees may well yield quite appreciable 
Sums if properly managed. Hollies, par- 
ticularly the variegated ones, can be 
pruned carefully and made to produce 
géveral sacks of nice cuttings apiece. The 
apple trees, which have had a few mistle- 
toe berries inserted under the cracks in 
their bark, will in time bear plentiful 
crops of se parasite. All of which, 
mistletoe. and holly, bring good prices 
wiren sold in the markets to the wholesale 
dealers, I myself knew of a case where a 
friend, on receiving such a tip from a 
merchant she knew, pruned, though care- 
fully, several beautiful variegated hollies 
she had in her garden and sent off half a 
dozen sacks to the market. The resultant 
cheque, which ran into three or four 
pounds, came as a most pleasant surprise.

Johnson, it is needless to 
say, was a. stomt disbeliever in the 
genuineness of these ancient poems, 
characterising them as “a gross imposi- 
tion” and “as fabulous as the Éata- 
gonian giants.’’ His expressions of dissent 
are said to have irritated Macpherson 
so much that he threatened his illustrious 
critic with personal castigation. 


Dublin Windmills 


Gazing at the ruins of the windmill at 
Skerries the other afternoon, I found it 
difficult to realise that ninety years ago 
the village supported two windmills and 
a watermill, There was also a large flour 
windmill at Garristown. It was built on 
the summit of the hill, where the vanes 
derived full benefit from the prevailin 
winds, At Rathcoole the stout tower o 
the old windmill at the top of the hill is 
now a well-known landmark. There is no 
longer any trace of the windmill which 
was situated at Milltown im the manor 
of Newcastle. This hamlet was at one 
time called “‘ Milltown-Regis” to dis- 
tinguish it from Milltown. which is con- 
venient to Rathmines.

PROPOSAL TO DEAL 
WITH PROBLEM 


ORTHOP/EDIG. CENTRES 
VISITED

URING a recent visit to Denmark and 
D Sweden Mr. W. B. Conyngham, of the 
Dublin Rotary Club, inspected two 
newly-erected hospitals for the treatment of 
cripples—children and adults—and. in a talk 
before the Rotary Club in the Metropole 
Restaurant “yesterday he described those 
institutions at some length, and suggested 
further action in the after-care of cripples in 
this country. The Dublin Club already has 
done a lot. of work in connection with the 
Orthopedic Hospital. Mr. Conyngham said 
that he often wondered what would become 
of crippled children when they left the care 
of the Orthopedic Hospital. In very many 
cases, he oa. the only schooling they ever 
got was during the time they were inmates 
of the Orthopaedic Hosvital. 

Does our responsibility towards these 
children end when they have finally been dis- 
charged? asked Mr. Conyngham. If they 
weuld deal effectively with this sise 
problem they must link up with their problems 
of ten years ago the need of teaching 
(primary schools) and trade or vocational 
schooling—an employment bureau under tle 
care of efficient aimoners, so that these 
children, crippled throngh no fault of their 
own, might be taught and trained so that 
they might be cured not only bodily, but 
mentally, and, as far as possible, placed in as 
suitable occupations as they might be fitted 
for. Such a scheme would eventually pay for 
itself by the saving in unemployment pay- 
ments. 

An outline for an orthopedic centre had 
been placed before the Hospital Commission 
and public health authorities. 


STOCKHOLM HOSPITAL 


It was, he said, his good fortune this 
summer to visit two exceptionally well run 
orthopedic centres; they were more than 
just hospitals. One was in Stockholm and 
one in Copenhagen. The one in Stockholm 
owed its inception to a very serious outbreak 
of infantile paralysis, which made the

COPENHAGEN 


The hospital in Copenhagen was very 
similar to the one in Stockholm. It was, if 
anything, slightly larger, and opened a few 
months later. It was, if anything, more 
systematised, and had a very extensive and 
elaborate variety of medicated baths, It was 
an institution of remarkable efficiency. The 
new trade school in connection with it was 
not finished yet. 

They got a vision of what might be effected 
eventually in this country, Such a scheme 
would be a sound economic one, and would 
in time be an asset to the country. It 
would tend to reduce public expense; it 
would meet a real need, and would contri- 
bute towards the high standard of medical, 
surgical and social work that had given 
to Dublin its singular position in these re- 
Bpects, 

Such a scheme should include in its cara 
and treatment not only those they thought 
of as cripples, but also a complete fracture 
clinic, bringing to that increasingly large 
class of disability skilled pote rw | team- 
work. Of such importance had this be- 
come across the water that in 1933 the 
British Medical Association appointed a com- 
mission of seventeen of the leading surgeons, 
orthopedic specialists and medical officers, 
“fo consider and report on the existing ar- 
rangements in the treatment of fractures, and 
make recommendations as to possible im- 
provements.’’ Their submitted report had re- 
suitel in “special organised fracture 
clinics” being established in London and 
and Manchester, the benefits of which 
had already exceeded expectations, both as 
regards reduction in time of recovery, as 
well as cost. In Vienna the insurance com- 
panies supported a hospital under the care 
of the celebrated surgeon, Dr. Bohler, 
solely for the treatment of fractures.

Two Films Banned 


JT if it isn't one brick it is another 

for the films. Two productions which 
have earned sincere praise from discern- 
ing critics are not to be shown in the 
Irish Free State, owing principally to the 
rule which forbids the representation of 
the Deity on the screen. Yet, long before 
the Free State was thought of. a film 
showing the life of Christ (‘‘King of 
Kinas”) was exhibited amidst a chorus 
of approval at the Phenix Picture House 
Ellis's quay, which had just been opened 
under the management of the late Cathal 
MacGarvey. 

The two films concerned are “ Green 
Pastures’’ and “ Golgotha.”’ After many 
months of hesitation the former picture 
has been passed for public exhibition 
by the British Board of Film Censors 
and is being shown in London this 
week. The film, apparently, has 
dealt with Marc Connolly’s stage play 
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in a restrained and effective manner, and 
critics stress its religious message. They 
are at pains to point out that this 
picturisation of the illiterate negroes’ con- 
ception of Heaven as a place of mundane 
joys is not irreverent. It is to be feared, 
however, that the spectacle of ‘‘ De Lawd'' 
as an elderly negro distributing ten cent. 
cigars and presiding at a gargantuan fish 
fry would not be acceptable to any section 
of the Irish population. 

Of very different texture is “ Golgotha.’’ 
Promotei by one of the great French 
banks, it has been made by Duvivier (who 
has made many notable pictures, includin; 
“ Maria Clhiapdelaine,’’ which carried oft 
the Grand Prir du Cinema) at a cost of 
well over twelve million francs, with 
Jerusalem reconstructed in the hinterland 
of Morocco. It is a “straight ” version 
of the New Testament, and it is difficult 
to see why it should not be shown in this 
country, especially as it has the approval 
of Cardinal Verier, who saw it privately in 
Paris. It is a curious reflection that the 
Oberammergau Passion Play itself would 
probably be banned by our authorities. 

However, “ Golgotha’”’ has Just been 
sold to America for the largest sum ever 
paid for a French film, and “ Green 
Pastures ” seems likely to repeat in Lon- 
don the huge success it obtained in New 
York’s largest cinema. Which means that 
there is every likelihood of other pictures 
being made with a religious atmosphere.

HEN one sees the names of Nelson

The Sun's surface is at present very 
active indeed. On several days recently two

this month mornimgs decrease 23 ‘minutes, 
the decrease being continuous throughout 
the month, but the afternoons decrease 4 
minutes up to the 13th and then increase 9 
minutes This difference in the mornin 
and evenings puzzles many. But it is Ei á 
an apparent, not a real, discrepancy. What 
really happens is that the clock is gaining 
rapidly on the Sun at midwinter. What 
we observe is, therefore, only a clock 
change. If we took our time a sun- 
dial both morni and evenings would 
decrease equally till the 2ist, and then both 
would increase equally.

From the very start 
it was manifest that Signor Mussolini 
would support the Spanish insurgents, 
being anxious to gain as many converts as 
possible to his Fascist creed. His Govern. 
ment was one of the signatories of the non- 
intervention agreement ; but that fact did 
not worry the Duce overmuch. He sent 
aeroplanes and supplies to General Frai.co, 
and allowed it to be known that in no 
circumstances would Italy permit the 
victory of the Government forces in Spain. 
Needless to say, he was followed hot foot 
by Herr Adolf Hitler, who was even more 
emphatic than his Italian protetype. The 
two great Fascist Powers in Europe, 
supported by the Portuguese, declared 
themselves to be on the insurgents’ side, 
thus undoing virtually all the good that 
had been done by the pact of non- 
intervention. 

Germany and Italy declared that they 
would not tolerate the establishment of a 
Communist or Anarcho-Syndicalist State 
in Spain. Russia and France made it 
almost equally clear that they would take 
steps to prevent the establishment of 
another Fascist State in the Peninsula. 
Thus the stage was set. Within a few 
weeks the whole civilised world was 


Conserve the Race! 


The women of England are interested in 
the promise, conveyed in the King's 
speech to Parliament, of a Factories Bill, 
for the purpose to reduce the lawful hours 
of women’s work in factories. In the 
Manchester Guardian a woman expert in 
industrial affairs expounds the need for 
such a measure. At a time when a week 
of 48 or 44 hours has been fixed for men 
workers in many industries, Mrs. C. D. 
Rackham says, the limit for women “ and 
young people,” fixed by law, is 60 hours, 
exclusive of meal-times. Women actually 
may be worked for 10) hours on five days 
in a week, and for 74 hours on Saturdays, 
and no law broken! Here, palpably, is an 
abuse long overdue for reform. Prosecu- 
tions for breaches of the law, in which 
women workers are kept in toil for even 
longer than 60 hours a week, seem to be 
common. Tom Hood's “Song of the 
Shirt ” is sung by women who “ stitch a 
shroud as well as a shirt,” even to-day in 
a land which was to be fit for heroes—and, 
a fortiori, for the wives, mothers, sisters 
and daughters of heroes. In setting its 
hand to the correction of this wrong 
the National Government performs a 
national duty. It strikes at an abuse 
which undermines the strength am1 happi- 
ness of a nation ; and, at the same time, it 
strikes at that false doctrine of economic 
liberalism on which such abuses throve. 
Progress brought about the state of the 
working-class womanhood of the Black 
Country; but surely it is progress of a 
better kind to end it. In itself the check- 
ing of the suffering of women is a sufficient 
good. It brings other benefits in its train. 
When conscription brought the whole 
young manhood of the industrial cities 
man by man before the medical tribunals 
the physicians were appalled—so one of 
them, the learned Dr. Austin Freeman, 
tells us im a work on sociology which is 
not to be confounded with those scientific 
detective tales that have won him wider

At least a hundred bombs were dropped 
on Alicante by insurgent ‘planes during 
the Saturday night air raids, according to 
the Civil Governor.

A FIERY BEACON 
It was the greatest fire that London has 


London's most famous landmarks, was a 
roaring, fiery beacon, which could be seen 


So rapidly did the flames spread that 
the firemen early abandoned all hope of 
preserving the central structure. They 
fought with grim tenacity to save the great 
towers at the north and south of the 
Palace, which rise 500 feet above the 
Thames level. 

For hours the South Tower was in immi- 
nent danger of falling and causing a loss 
of life which would have been appalling. 
People. were cleared from the buildings in 
the danger zone, but the immensity of the 
crowd destroyed all possibility of evacuat- 
ing the area around the tower. 


MASSES OF SPECTATORS 


Anerley Hill, where the tower was most 
likely to fall ,was one solid seething mass 
of people. Mounted and foot police 
struggled to force the crowd back, but the 
task was an impossible one, There was 
not a vacant spot for miles around. Every 
road converging on the Palace was packed 
with people. Even the fire engines were 
hemmed in. 

Shortly before 11 p.m. news came 
through that it was thought that the South 
Tower had been saved, and soon after- 
wards the authorities were able to state 
that there had been no loss of life. 
Numbers of firemen, however, were 
injured. 


FLAMES 500 FEET HIGH 


The fire was amazing in its swiftness. 
At 815 p.m, members of the Crystal 
Palace orchestra were rehearsing in the 
centre transept. A girl warned them that 
fire had broken out and they ran to safety. 
Within twenty minutes the whole centre 
of the building was a mass of flames which 
shot for five hundred feet above the great 
glass roof and which sent sparks flying for 
miles around. 

Aeroplanes flew low over the burning 
Palace, their shapes silhouetted against 
the red glare of the flames. Millions 
watched the fiery spectacle. On the 
terrace of the Houses of Parliament M.P.s 
watched the dull glow in the sky, which 
meant that one of Britain’s most famous 
national buildings was -being destroyed. 

Thousands of people lined vantage spots 
along the Embankment and in the City. 
People watched from Brighton and points 
in the Sussex Downs. The pilot of an 
air liner sighted the blaze as his machine 
reached Margate. The clouds appeared 
blood red, and by the time he reached 
Chatham he was able to see that it was 
the Crystal Palace whi-h was on fire. 


BROKEN 


Sir Henry Buckland, General Manager 
of the Palace, was among those who 
watched the spread of the fire. He was 
there soon after the blaze had started, and 
although it was spreading rapidly, he 
dashed through the building, and in spite 
of the heat and smoke, he made sure that 
none of his staff was left behind. He was 
there as the Palace was gradually 
destroyed. 

His daughter Crystal—named after the 
Palace—was with him. “TI am heart- 
broken,” he said to a reporter, “my 
Crystal Palace is finished; there will 
never be another one.”

The Times observes in an editorial 
article to-day:—In Buenos Aires, and, 
indeed, in all the American Republics, the 
Pan-American Conference, which opens in 
that’ city to-day, is expected to yield 
results of outstanding jmportance in the 
history of two Americas. How much Mr. 
Roosevelt hopes from it was shown by his 
decision to be present and to speak at the 
inaugural meeting. It was a natural 
decision, for the conference was called 
upon his initiative, and will be devoted to 
a cause which he and his Secretary ol 
State, Mr. Cordell Hull, have laboured to 
promote ever since he took office in 1935. 
But his attendance, even though it will be 
for one day cnly, involves a comparatively 
long absence from Washington almost 
immediately after his re-election, when 
many problems of policy and administra- 
tion await solution, and is in itself a con- 
vincing tribute to the importance of the 
occasion. Representatives of the twenty- 
one American Republics are meeting to 
discuss methods of safeguarding the peace 
of the Western Hemisphere. All that has 
happened in international politics since 
the conference was first suggested ten 
months ago has helped to convince them 
that their own peace cannot be adequately 
secured through the League of Nations 
alone—in which several of them have 
played prominent and useful pasts—but

AUSTRIA NOT 
JOINING PACT 


“NOT A CONTRIBUTION

VIENNA, Monday. 
Dr. Schuschnigg, the Austrian Chan. 
cellor, to-day informed the Hungarian 
statesmen who are here on a State visit 
that Austria would not join the German- 
Japan Anti-Communist Pact, it is 
learned. 

This statement was made in reply to a 
suggestion by Dr. Daranyi, the Hungarian 
Premier, that Austria and Hungary 
should jointly “enforce” the anti- 
Communist bloc under construction in 
Europe at the moment. 

Dr. Schuschnigg’s refusal to join an 
anti-Communist bloc is due to two con- 
siderations :— 

(1) Austria has learned from the re- 
action to the German-Japan pact in 
Western Europe that its conclusion is not 
regarded as a contribution to peace, and 
it is not desired to create bad feeling in 
Great Britain and France ; 

(2) The fact that Communism is not a 
real danger to the Austrian State. 

No confirmation of the decision is con- 
tained in to-night’s official communiqué, 
which merely states that the discussions 
‘“‘dealt with actual questions and showed 
full concord of views.”

HITLER’S FEARS FOR 
PEACE

Hitler’s growing concern at the inter 
national situation would appear te be 
exemplified by to-night’s issue of the 
official Diplomatic Correspondence, to 
which, Reuter understands, official circles 
attribute a rather special importance, 

The article, which is headed ‘“ Dan- 
gerous Signs,’’ begins: “ Time and again 
it must be stated with anxiety that 
supporters of the People’s Front are dis- 
playing, side by side with the Bolshevik 
offensive in Spain, an cctivity which casts 
a significant light on the aggressive 
mentality and the dangerous arrogance of 
these alleged champions of peace and 
liberty. © 

In support of this statement, the article 
points to Communist activity in Frar-:e 
and reported suggestions of French inter. 
vention in Spain. 

It declares: “Germany cannot help 
carefully following these acts which 
threaten finally to to a serious dis. 
turbance of the peace between the 
nations.’’ 

Turning to recent speeches in Moscow, 
the article remarks that “in Soviet 
Russia statements about the indivisibility 
of peace are accompanied by undisguised 
war threats.” 

The writer draws the moral that sup- 
porters of the People’s Front, far from 
being peace-loving, as described by M. 
Blum, are continualle pursuing their ex- 
pansive doctrine, and are threatening 
nations which do not submit to their ideas 
of Utopia. 

The. tone of this article strikingly re- 
calls the ideas of Herr Hitler, as ex- 
pressed in an interview at the Nuremberg 
Party Coneress in ber. ven at 
that time Herr Hitler was insisting that 
Germany could not tolerate having Bol. 
shevik Governments on her frontiers. 

The Fuehrer also at that ‘ime declared : 
“Tf we were to follow our inclination 
and authorise, for instance, demonstra- 
tions of support for the insurgents in 
Spain—why, ] would only have to give 
the word, and like that '—he snapped 
his fingers—‘ ten or. fifteen million Ger.

DR. FLEMING’S APPEAL 


- 


Some recent experiences in his diocese were 
given by the Right Rev. Dr. Fleming, Bishop 
of the Arctic, in the course of a sermon 
delivered jast night at the United Diocesan 
Service of Intercession in Christ Church 
Cathedral, Dublin. The Archbishop of 
Dublin, the Dean of Christ Church Cathedral 
(the Very Rev. H. B. Kennedy, B.D.), and a 
large number of clergy were present. 

Taking his text from the Gospel according 
to St. Matthew: “ .. Ye shall say, 
‘The Lord hath need of them’ ...” 
(verse ó, chap. xxi), Dr. Fleming said that 
the Lord was saying the same thing to-day, 
to them and to him. How many times, he 
asked, had one heard the cry at home that 
there were so many problems, so many diffi- 
culties, that one really mast look after one’s 
own interests? That was not Christian, it 
was anti-Christian, and it was one of the 
dangers with which they were confronted 
because of their local division. never 
could do anything worth while if they did 
not face up to their difficulties and problems 
and, by making sacrifices, overcome them. 

Contimuing, he said that the diocese of the 
Arctic was probably the most difficult field 
in the whole of the Church's work. Their 
hospitals, their missions and their schools 
were so terribly isolated that often they re- 
ceived their mails once a year only. A nurse 
volunteering for work might ri ly say 
that, having Offered her services after careful 
and extra training, she would be simply 
a nurse, But to; - were Christian 
nurses, and often that meant a great deal. 

“On the first day of Holy Week last, at 4 
o clock in the morning,” he went on. “ cries 
of * Fire!’ sounded in our hospital. IE is to 
the. everlasting credit of -those splendid 
Christian nurses that they entirely forgot 
about themselves, and considered only their 
responsibilities to their patients. It was only 
alter all had been removed to safety that 
they found that their own quarters were in 
flames. Those nurses had then to escape, 
clad only in their night clothes, into the 
open, where the thermometer was 30 degrees 
below zero.” :
